In advocating yesterday tlio iuniigura- 
tion of an industrial India" policy, wc 
confined onr remarks chiefly to a sysicm 
of agricaitaral education. ^Tliero ia do 
intention, howovor, of limiting it to nny 
particnlar braocli of labor. Tlio difficulty 
of obtaiuing sailors, and tho meretricious 
practices relating thereto, are well known 
to most of the inhabitants upon this coast 
Among other means of remedying this 
cryiog evil, tho employment of Indians on 
board ships would be one. Aleans should 
be taken to get the yoong aborigines edu 
cated in veBsols for maritime pursuits. 
Her Majesty's Navy, tho Hudson liny 
Company and other shipowners, could do 
mnch in thia direction, and in foot as far 
as the latter is concerned, they have more 
or less practised it for many years, we 
believe with saccesa. In other countries 
Tesaela are often manned with aborigines, 
and it is by no means unusual for vessels 
sailing from ports npon the lilastern seas 
for Europe to have oniong their conipk- 
ment of men a Dumber of natives who are 
no more able "to speak English'' than the 
natires of this coast. Oar aborigines, 
amphibioas as they ato, conld nadonbtediy 
be used in a sioiilar manner, and it woald 
be well if every vessel trading between 
this and other places would employ a few 
for the purpose of bringing them up to a 
seafaring life; the more particularly if 
SQOh vessels made periodical retorns to 
nr ports. Tbe tales that these nbori'- 
would upon their rotarn relate of 
^ ^PGi^iences in foreign countries, would do 
our u towards raising their opinions of 
Bhoulil ■••'zed people, and lead to improve*- 
ment^ among them. For many purposes, 
it would be advisable to have an appren- 
ticeship system, and the Indians made to 
understand the general term of tho law 
relating thereto. There is no reason why 
young natives should not be apprenticed 
to farmers, shoemakers, carpenters, tanners 
or other tradosmon or profeBsionals. 
Coold not Indians bo taught to make 
bricks, to quarry stono and other 
things 7 In all casoa it would bo 
necessary to take ihotn when young, 
fnll of lifo and activity, and when thoir 
minds aro noost open to receive now 
ideas and prone to adopt now habits 
and cuBtoms. Id former days tho 
aborigines manufactured a Bpocies of 
hemp ns ■well from tho nottlo as tho 
French v^illow, Specimena of this 
manufacture ^ero sont to England 
and wore found to bo superior to the 
beet Bussian homp, and ^vould fotcb 
even a higher price. If tho Indians 
conld bo induced systomatically to 
manufacture this article, with which 
they aro acquainted, and could be 
taught to adopt jundern appliances, 
both Indians and the ooQntry would 
be mnob benefitted and another article 
added to our exports and our wealth. 
3y jndicions management tfaey oonld 
be indaced to manafacture a markot» 
able "Oolachan Oil," an oil probably 
destined to be of medicinal and com« 
meroial importance ; let them know 
'what is required and tho article will 
be produced. Hho collection of other 
oils, oraaborries and furs might bo 
inateflally enoouraged , and, in fact, if 
taken in band tho power of the Indian 
might bo made naoro beneficial lo tho 
Colony than it is. Wo roitcriito tb;u 
an industrial system of educalion iu 
tho way to oiviiizo the Indian, and in 
eonnoction therewith u process of opv 
prenticoship. If by this moiina iho 
Indian could bo improved, iind tho 
production of tho country incroasoii, 
all parties vvonld bo bontfiitod. We 
again assert that whilst Ihia country 
continues to hf> so extravagant as to 
import those things that, it can raise 
and produce within its own borders, it, 
tonnot become rich, and will soon 
learn that ''wilful waste makes wotui 
want." The Indians possess a force 
that ought to be used, and can b« 
cheaply used. Shall that power con- 
tinue to bo wasted ?

Exploratiou of the Coast Liues. 

Vtctoria, B. C. April 3d. 1869. 

Editor yiunsu Coi.o.MeT:— As my pro- 
position tj prospect B portion ol Vancriuvor 
Island and the noithwest coaBt of Hriiish Cc- 
luinbia has Palled forth n host of Criticianrs, 
many of wliith aro not of tho most chariinhle 
description, porliapa you will allow ino a 
small space in jour valuable columns to ex- 
plain mora fully my views on ihal sulijeot. 

It is Rraiitod generally that very liule is 
known of tbe pbyaical ieaiurea of tbe interior 
of British Oolumbia, and with thia general 
opici'nl reailiiy concur; but I do not slop 
tierp. 1 go siill further by staling that very 
little iH known ol the exterior — that even f le 
very threshold of hondreds if not thousttods 
of milfs of o"r coast lines have never be( n 
croBsed by the feel of white men up to tbe 
present boar ; tbat we have a ooaai line at 
ieoBt from three to four thouBaod milta in 
length incliiditig the islands, and the two fides 
of the deep inietp, all calling aloand lo us — 
"Search uh and prove m and see what 
mineral ric-hes wu cjiitain !" 

Is it not lime srimthing was done? If 
so, who is to do it? To tho firtt of these 
ioterrogBtivfs you will anawer, yea. But 
tho second i' not so easily ansnered. Shall 
it bo nsked twelve montha hnnce, Who 1 — 
and echoed fivo jonra her-.oa, Who ? — and re- 
ei'hood lidy jcarJ hence, Who ? 

The public (ieaira lo know why I pref r 
to prospect Ihe coa^t and a lew miles inlond, 
to ero6-iu2 'be Island from one side to tbe 
other, or ttarting at a j»lvon point oa tbe 
ooaft and prospecting inland to the fool ol 
tho Kocky ^Mountain?. Novr, my reaaoae 
for chosing the coast liue for the base Ol 
operations aro munifold : 

1st. 'I'ho elratification of the roclis is so 
much more cos ]y ob.served, and fc'iroogh the 
ffDuiling influence ol t'le watar tho fissures 
and veins are pcen ai a glance, as tbey are j 
free from mess, so I, snbao.l, underbrush, 
nod treci), and vvheo once seen are Very ensi- j 
!y Iclliwed inland. Tbe stratification does 
not always run parallel w'th the coast, it is 
true ; bui whara it does, and is intefsected 
by riversj it is obvi lualy cut at no oblique 
or right angle, ,i-hioh is "f but li'ila conse 
qnence, ufl all have to be snrotinised ; be- 
fidos, althounh j>old-bonring quartz gener- 
ally runs parallel with the strata, copper, 
tin, sod many other metaJlio area aa often 
crofs ii. 

2d. It is a well known fact that cold lias 
generally tjean lirsl discovered in alluvial dt- 
posiis in the beds ot streams, and that its 
presence there has ofipp led to the discovery 
of gold in tho rneka whence it came. This 
requires very careful ohservalioo, aa the 
coarser the pold and ttie greater the admix, 
tore of (luoiti'' specmienf, the surer tbe iodioa- 
tion ol Iho ncornt'Sd of the matrix. 

3d. Another reason why I advocate pror- 
proiinc 1,1 jn? the coast and rivers ii, that 
ihric or four tiinoa as much ground can be pios- 
pectcd for niinerals in the same space of 
time as could bo done by simply crosaiog ihe 
Island or going s'raight into tho Mainland, 
because tho ptospeotors not having go far to 
travtl ticlore lli -ir supplies can be repk'ii's'.i- 
oil, will not |);,vo so much to carry, consn- 
quetjily ifiey \vj|| bo able to prospect what 
they nud«rlake more tboroagbly, and will 
always ba fresh, vigoroua, and fit lof their 
work.

I ivntilJ now nslt i^ il not lime for some 
new i^llon 10 ho made in this Colony? We 
hoar dmipliiints on every hand — some fincing 
fiiiil' With the Uovernor, others with the 
otiicials. others with the tegislalorp, some 
with one tbinp^ some with another. What is 
tho caui-o of all this ? Is it not iiUribulablo 
to tho Hini^naiion in almost every branoh ot 
business'?

Ihero aro fittns of her hocomin;; dry ? oris 
sbe not oblaiosupply tho marlcei with her 
produotioDB? Then why net look nut for 
other cows of hor kind. British Columbia 
is a liirgo field and doiihili'i^H contains many 
otpial to if tint superior to thd ono of Cariboo 
I reinombor, sir. onc(! when working in a 
rrining claim with manv others, Striving ood 
laboring hnrd lo get gold lor a loD|» time 
Hiihotit Biiocesj ; ono would gav. drive this 
way ; unother, that ; s'iU no g.)lJ vvna forth- 
coming; but plenty of growling. One com- 
menced blaming tho foreman ; thu foreman 
blaniol the rnoii, and Iho mon ono another 
unt'l all bociiino a eomplolo Habol, vihen ono 
who wag a litilu moto calm than the rest suf- 
geftiid that they should hold a consultntion as 
to what should bo doue, to which tboy agreed, 
and after a sbo't deliberatioo they cam^ tr) 
the conclusion that some of tbe party shonlj 
commence another claim ond tho othetn 
work the old one in another direction.
